Thomas 
Meredith, with money earned by 
odd Jobs, while attending Highland 
Park college.

published 
The Farmers* Tribune, a political 
paper, and young Meredith when 21 
years old,, went to work for his 
grandfather at

week. 
The 
grandfather decided to sell the pa­ 
per. and it was purchased by Mr. 
Meredith and a printer. The printer 
partner soon sold out and Mr. Mere­ 
dith became the sole owner of The 
Farmers* Tribune. In October, 1902 
the name of the publication was 
changed to Successful Farming. The 
first edition of Successful Farming 
contained sixteen pages. The Feb­ 
ruary ediUon this year contains 278 
pages of reading matter. A number 
of other magazines are published 
under his direction. 
Mr. Meredith is a Democrat and 
in 1916 was defeated for Governor 
of Iowa by W. L. Harding, Republi­ 
can. 
During the war Mr. Meredith was 
one of the $1 a year men serving the 
government. He was a member of 
the United States Labor Commission 
sent to Europe in 1918. He is a di­ 
rector of the Federal Reserve Bank 
at Chicago, and also president of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World.

While the tides of war rolled close 
around us we vowed that never again would we be found 
without an army and navy sufficiently strong to answer every 
need. 
But that vow has become a part of our country's 
history and no longer challenges the attention of our people. 
The determination of the Democrats in congress illustrates 
the change that has come ov$r the spirit of the nation’s dream. 
It is a significant portent. If universal and compulsory train­ 
ing is the only plan in view, the opposition of the Democrats 
to that plan is almost sinister.

IN ROME 


Br the Associated Press 
Rome, 
Feb. 
l l .—Alessandro 
Volta, the father of experimental 
electricity, the inventor of the vol­ 
taic pile and the man after whom 
the electric volt was named, is to 
he honored with a monument in 
Rome which will probably he un­ 
veiled in 1927, the hundredth anni­ 
versary of his death. 
The movement for the recogni­ 
tion of the services of this pioneer 
Italian electrician to humanity was 
imm^hed at a recent dinner of the 
Italian Alpine Club by Luigi Spada, 
secretary of the Rome branch of 
the club. 
Volta was a native of Como and 
won fame as a professor of physics, 
both at Como and Padua. Although 
he made many discoveries and in­ 
ventions in electricity his Voltaic 
pile is the one upon which his fame 
rests chiefly. 
Napoleon I, the Emperor of Aus- 
tra and the British Royal Society 
awarded him medals and 
it 
him to demonstrate the pile, which 
was a series of discs of dissimilar 
metal, such as copper and zinc, 
laid up with discs of cloth or paper
